Tjmb of Prior Rahere, 


I F THERE is one building more 
than another In London which 
has suffered through the vicissi¬ 
tudes of time it is tlie church of 
St. Bartholomew the Great in Smith- 
field. If there is one charitable in¬ 
stitution which through long centuries 
has ministered to the needs of the suf¬ 
fering poor it is St. Bartholomew's 
hospital, hard by, writes Ernest H. 
Rann in the Boston Transcript. 

Church and hospital are insepara¬ 
ble in their history and associations. 
They stand together today close to the 
great meat market of the metropolis, 
where in ancient times, on the 
“smooth-field” (Smithfield), tourna¬ 
ments were held, where the dagger of 
Walworth struck down Jack Cade, 
and where martyrs passed “through 
the gate of fire" for conscience’ sake, 
tlie while the cruel and implacable 
heads of tlie church looked on at their 
sufferings. 

The history of tlie hospital lias just 
been told in two sumptuous volumes 
by Sir Norman Moore, one of its most 
famous physicians, and this must be 
our excuse for rediscovering one of 
tlie most fascinating corners of an¬ 
cient London. 

Rahere-s Divine Vision, 

It is of the church that one must 
speak first if we are to have a cloar- 
cut understanding of all that Is con¬ 
veyed by the magic word "Bart's." 
For the noble charity of which Sir 
Norman Moore discourses so eloquent¬ 
ly was originally only n part of the 
'larger scheme of The’ ifn mouse church 
of St. Bartholomew the Great, with 
its college of canons of the Order of 
St. Augustine, popularly known ns the 
Black Canons from the color of their 
distinctive hood. 

Carry your mind back to the days 
when Henry I ruled England. At¬ 
tendant on his court was a favorite 
named Rahere, who, touched with the 
religious enthusiasm of the day, deter¬ 
mined on a pilgrimage to Rome, by 
this net of penitence hoping to obtain 
complete forgiveness of his sins. Af¬ 
ter much toll lie reached the city and 
duly bewailed his sins; but before 
long lie fell sick, and feeling that his 
end was nigh he vowed that should 
he recover he would build a hospital 
for tlie healing of tlie poor. 

One night on ids way home, he 
dreamed tlinr lie found himself on the 
edge of a deep and dreadful pit, into 
which he feared to fall, when suddenly 
St. Bartholomew appeared to him and 
promised that if he would build a 
church in Smithfield he should have 
help. Rohere promised, and when he 
awoke he felt that this was indeed a 
divine vision, and that lie must obey 
the behest of tlie blessed saint. So 
when, after much trouble, he obtained 
from the king a grant of land in 
Smithfield he set to work to carry out 
the two-fold task of piety, to build n 
hospital for tlie poor arid nearby a 
church. 

Thus arose the hospital of St. Bar¬ 
tholomew and the church. Of the lat¬ 
ter, Rahere became tlie first prior; 
but which was completed first cannot 
he decided, though it appears that but 
a short space of time separated the 
two. This was In the year 1123, and 
ever since, for nearly 800 years, the 
hospital has continued to carry out 
<he objects of its founder. 

Beautiful Tomb of the Founder. 
When Rahere died In 1143 he was 
buried on the north side of tlie sanctu¬ 
ary, the customary position for ai 
founder, and ills grave and tomb have 
been preserved to this day. The beau¬ 
tiful tomb is probably the oldest In 
England, for it hns endured undese- 
ernted for eight centuries. 

Bit by bit the great church was 
completed. It drew immense revenues 
from the three days’ fair held at the 
Feast of St. Bartholomew, the charter 
for Which Rahere had obtained ten 
before ids death, and to this 


as a parish church. All the rest of 
the buildings he granted to Sir Rich¬ 
ard Rich, and the ground was speed¬ 
ily covered with the residences of 
great people. These have now given 
place to factories, but the curious 
windings of Bartholomew Close show 
where the canons dwelt. In 1028 tlie 
present tower was built, when the cen¬ 
tral tower had to he pulled down, as 
the heavy central Norman towers 
often had to be. 

Where Franklin Set Type. 

The crypt was turned into coal and 
wine cellars. In tlie north transept 
a blacksmith’s forge was set up, and 
the smoke from his fire can be seen 
on tlie blackened walls to this day. 
Part of tlie triforium was turned into 
a Nonconformist Sunday school, and 
another part served as a lace and 
fringe factory. In the Lady chapel, a 
printer set up in business, and here 
Benjamin Franklin set type during 
his first visit In London. 

Another part of the church was 
turned into stables. Desecration such 
ns this went on until 50 years ago, 
when a process of restoration began, 
and lias continued until now, reverent¬ 
ly and carefully, so that as one stands 
in the ancient building today it is 
easy to pass backwards through the 
centuries and imagine oneself in the 
presence of Rahere himself, superin¬ 
tending tlie early stages of his noble 
work.

Here is a homemade brush that will 
be of much help when washing ilie 
car. It screws to the end of the hose, 
and washes the surface of the automo¬ 
bile with a steady supply of fresh wa¬ 
ter.

Examine Storage Battery to See if 
Properly Charged and Full of 
Distilled Water—First Learn 
How to Stop Auto. 


When your new car is delivered, re¬ 
member that all working parts are 
new, fitted very tightly, and should 
be handled slowly until tlie car is run 
several hundred miles. It is advisable 
to drive slowly and carefully for the 
first 500 miles, giving such parts as 
motor bearings, pistons and various 
other parts fitted tightly a chance to 
wear in somewhat. See that your cor 
lias been gone over thoroughly for oil 
and grease; particularly the motor, 
transmission, rear axle and all grease 
cups. 

Flush Out Radiator. 

Tlie radiator should be flushed out 
and filled with (Van water, as sedi¬ 
ments of solder or oilier foreign mat¬ 
ter sometimes remain in new radiators 
and may work into water pump or 
other working parts, causing damage. 

Have the storage battery examined 
to note tlint same is properly charged 
and full enough of distilled water. 
Often new cars remain in storage lie- 
fore delivery is made, which would 
cause battery to rim low from stand¬ 
ing. If battery is used in tills weak¬ 
ened condition it often happens tlie 
entire battery is ruined. 

Don’t let tlie man who Is teaching 
you how to drive your new car go until 
he has explained carefully all of the 
necessary functions of Its operation 
and care. Tlie spark lever is mounted 
on tlie steering wheel for a purpose. 
Learn to use it properly. Shifting of 
gears and the release of the clutch 
must also he known to operate your 
car correctly. 

Learn How to Stop. 

Don’t forget to become thoroughly 
acquainted with tlie brakes, as it is 
more important to know how to stop 
than it is to know how to run. 

After you have driven a new car 
about 200 or 300 miles, it should be 
gone over and all holts and nuts test¬ 
ed to see that they are secured and 
tight. Thereafter your car should 
have such inspection about every 
1,000 miles. 

Your new ear should not he kept in 
a barn or stable and exposed to 
fumes, etc. Remember, while tlie car 
is still new the varnish is soft, or 
still green, and if exposed to such un-

Tlie world’s most costly show Is the 
international horse show, which, after 
a lapse during the war years, was 
resumed this season. It is held at 
the Olympia, London, England, and 
those who have seen it say it is a 
magnificent spectacle, equal to the 
splendid pageants of ancient Rome 
and Greece. This is largely due to 
flip high standard set by Lord Lons¬ 
dale when he inaugurated the show 
fourteen years ago. He then made up 
ids mind to eclipse anything of the 
kind ever attempted before, and he 
succeeded. Tlie huge hall was trans¬ 
formed into a gigantic bower of roses 
banked with costliest exotics and 
draped in silk. Nothing more beauti¬ 
ful had ever been seen in London. 
About thirty thousand pounds ($150,- 
000) was spent by him before ever 
the doors were open; but he got it alt 
hack, and more, in entrance money; 
for the public, quick to appreciate n 
good thing, flocked to Olympia in such 
multitudes that even that huge build¬ 
ing could not contain them, and more 
than twenty thousand people were 
turned away from the doors during 
tlie ten days the show lasted.

Then with the tubing 
held taut the stick is revolved slowly, 
twisting tlie two tubes together, the 
rags being fed between tlie tubes as 
they are twisted so that a quantity of 
cloth strips is securely held in place. 
This process is continued until about 
a 20-inch length of tlie tubing lias 
been twisted. The ends are then cut 
off with a file and, after bending into 
a loop, inserted through a hole drilled 
In tlie pipe cap, and soldered there, 
tlie ends of the tubing projecting 
enough to avoid danger of getting 
filled with solder. 

The brush is completed by drilling 
very small holes through tlie lulling 
alternately every inch or so, so that 
tlie water when turned on will he 
forced out and along the mass of cloth 
strips.—Popular Science Monthly.

SCOUT-BUILT INDIAN HOUSES 


Some people think that boy scouts 
do nothing hut play. Some think that 
all American Indians lived In tetits. 
Such people are wrong in both cases. 
The nations that composed the Iro¬ 
quois confederacy lived In substantial 
buildings constructed of poles and 
hark. The Mohawks, one of the Iro¬ 
quois nations, were well up In this 
form of architecture, as well as In 
warfare. It would he a most popular 
hike that would take a troop of scouts 
plumb into a Mohawk Indian village 
today. And they are doing it; not only 
a troop, but many troops, and they are 
giving hundreds of thousands or other 
folks the same treat. 

For such a village has been recon 
strueted by the Boy Sctuts of Spring- 
field, Mass. It is a replica of the com¬ 
munities of old Indian times, identical 
in material, construction and plan 
with the Iroquois villages of 400 years 
ngo. 

The occasion of ail rnis was the co¬ 
operation of the Boy Scouts of Ameri¬ 
ca in the Eastern States Agricultural 
and Industrial exposition at Spring- 
field, the junior achievement bureau, 
Eastern States league, also co-operat¬ 
ing. The exposition activities, cul¬ 
minating in September, were of con¬ 
cern chiefly to the New England states, 
New York, Pennsylvania, New Jersey 
and Delaware, but are of Interest to 
the entire country and to ail Boy 
Scouts. 

Forty scouts representing nil of the 
ten states were chosen by contest dur¬ 
ing August to he guests of the man¬ 
agement. They were selected by local 
scout authorities, on merit, preference 
being given to scouts who are (1) first 
class, (2) 14 years of age or over, (3) 
well developed physically, (4) who 
have a record for courtesy, and (5) 
proper scout spirit at home mid in 
camp. 

Their demonstrations Include arch¬ 
ery, athletics, basketry, bugling, box¬ 
ing, cattle judging, corn judging, dra¬ 
matics, drill leadership, exhibition 
cooking, fancy knots and splices, fire 
by friction, first aid and bandaging,

I any fear of hurt, for the seal pleads 
and whines like a child, even while 
the gaff Is falling; but the chase is 
beset with multitudinous and unfore- 
shadowed perils. The wind gathers 
the Ice Into floes and Jams It up 
against the coast, an Immeasurable, 
Jagged expanse of It Interspersed with 
plains; then the Newfoundlander 
takes his food and his goggles, and 
sets out from his little harbor, start¬ 
ing at midnight that he may come up 
with the pack at dawn.

The lives of the hunters depend up¬ 
on the watchfulness of the attenuated 
line of lookouts, from the women on 
the headland to the first sentinel with¬ 
in signaling distance. 

UlvD MANY CENTURIES AGO 

Skeleton of Giant Wombat, Recently 
Found In Tasmania, Believed to 
Be 20,000 Years Old. 

A complete skeleton recently discov¬ 
ered in the Mowbray marsh, on the far 
outskirts of tht* wild marshy region* 
of Northwest Tasmania confirms the 
existence 20,000 or .‘10,000 years a- o of 
a giant wombat (one of tin m hod 
animals peculiar to tlie Antipodes). 
The discovery was made by Mr. 
Lovett, a farmer, who was digging a 
drain into the swamp. 

Tlie skeleton lay burled In six feet 
of decayed vegetable matter resting on 
sand that was once tho bed of a lake. 
Mr. Scott of the Launceston museum, 
examined and excavated the skeleton 
m.d expressed the opinion that ihe 
animal had lived perhaps more than 
20,000 years ago. says the London 
Daily Mail. It Is th e only specimen 
yet discovered. In life the animal 
would he bigger than a mule, with 
four elephantine lees and a head very 
much like a bulldog. Experts Ijeliovfc 
it to be a smaller species of n gigantic 
marsupial approaching in see tiie 
Brontosaurus (which weighed SO to 90 
tons). It has long, bearlike tusks, and 
probably lived on herbs and was slow 
of movement. 

The present-day wombat Is n bur¬ 
rowing animal from two to three feet 
long, with a short, thick tiody, short 
leva and verv little tail. 

Sugar Cane. 

Sugar cane requires an abundance 
of sunshine and water and a deep, fer¬ 
tile soli In planting the stalks are 
laid lengthwise In furrows, and each 
joint sends up a shoot, which later 
produces suckers. When ready for 
harvesting a field of sugar cane re¬ 
sembles a corn field, but the plants 
are somewhat larger and there are no 
tassels and no ears. The stalks nt 
tills time have been growing about 12 
months and have changed from green 
to reddish In color, while most of the 
lower leaves have fallen away. T^ev 
are cut by band with a long knife, 
stripped of their leaves and carried on 
carts or small cars to the sugar mill. 

Milk and Meat Prevent Pellagra,. 

The most recent researches into pel- 
la era, Just published in Hie form of a 
report from the United States pub¬ 
lic health service, make It clear that 
deficiency of milk and fresh meat In 
the diet is the principal cause or the 
disease. 

Dr. Joseph Goldberger, to whom the 
world owes most of Its knowledge of 
pellagra, urges that more cows lie in¬ 
troduced into those regions of our 
Southern states in which pellagra Is 
most prevalent, and that ali-the-year- 
round fresh meat markets be estab¬ 
lished.

Airt'Miy there is a cut-over area of 
npproxiinutely H I25,000 acres, tin? re¬ 
port states. Of this amount about 
two-thirds is In Washington and Ore¬ 
gon, and a very large percentage is 
west of the Cascades in the Douglas 
fir belt. The area burned over annual¬ 
ly in the three Pacific coast states is 
found by the forest service to amount 
to 450,000 acres, and the loss in tim¬ 
ber to about 600,000,000 board feet. 

The annual drain on the forests of 
the Pacific const states is estimated to 
be about 11,8.'W.000,000 feet, accord¬ 
ing to the report. The total annual 
growth of the forests is equivalent to 
about 2,100.000,000 board feet. Deple¬ 
tion of the forests, therefore, approxi¬ 
mates three and one-lialf times the 
growth, while depletion of saw timber 
is approximately nine times the 
growth ol' the same class of material. 
One reason for the comparatively 
small amount ot growth is, of course, 
the fact that very much of the terri¬ 
tory is occupied by virgin stands. 

In spite of the tremendous supplies 
of timber, in certain localities a large 
proportion of local timber hafe been 
cut and logging operations are being 
pushed hack to the less accessible tim¬ 
ber in the rougher mountain regions, 
the report points out. “The exhaus¬ 
tion of local supplies is a vital mat¬ 
ter to local prosperity and develop¬ 
ment. It means the cessation of a lo¬
